Bu ae the local school board. A new school 
was badly needed to accommodate the increasing 
number of students requiring high school ate 
Thus, in the fall of 1959, a final decision was made 
and an architect, J. A. McIntosh, was engaged. 


The present site was chosen because of a long 
range plan to place a Sports Centre and swimming 
pool between the two high schools in Jasper Place, 
the new Composite and the Roman Catholic, 
St. Francis Xavier High School. In the fall of 1960, 
construction was begun by Bird Construction Ltd., 
and, by the spring of 1961 the but lding was 
finished. 


In September of 1961, the new Jasper Place 
Composite High School o pened its doors to its 
first occupants — nine hundred students and forty- 
three teachers. On the first day, the students were 
asked to remove their shoes as they enered because 
the gymnasium floor was not quite finished. The 
principal, Dr. B. T. Keeler’s first command was for 
silence and then his words were of praise; praise 
for records already set by students of Jasper Place; 
praise of past students and their achievements, but 
most of all, praise for the beautiful composite high 
school which Jasper Place had given to its youth. 
Dr. Keeler also expressed a hope that the forth- 
coming students of Jasper Place Composite High 
School would live up to the name their school had 
already established. 


The first year was one of changes and improve- 
ments. Classes proceeded with reasonable efficiency 
although some parts of the building were still 
incomplete. It took a while for the students and 
teachers to learn to find their way about, but finally 
everything settled into a normal routine. During 
this time, one of our teachers, M. P. H. Steele 
Passed away to the great sorrow of everyone who 
knew him. In this same period, our principal, re- 
ceived his Doctorate of Philosophy.
